deJong  Gives  First  Of 
German  Lecture  Series 


Last  Wednesday  afternoon  at  five 
thirty  in  the  Little  Theatre  Dean 
Gerrit  de  Jong  gave  the  first  of 
series  of  interesting  lectures 
German  civilization. 

Beginning  with  early  European 
races  dating  beyond  400  B.  C.,  de 
Jong  traced  these  nomads  from  coun 
try  to  country  as  they  step  by  step 
develop  into  the  various  European 
civilizations.  During  the  400  years 
before  and  the  300  years  after  Christ 
it  was  shown  that  the  particular  race 
known  now  as  Germans  lived  in  very 
simple  civilization. 

But  simple  as  the  civilization  was 
here  is  found  the  nucleus  around 
which  many  of  today’s  principles  of 
government  are  built.  German  vil- 
lages were  divided  into  one-hundreds 
over  which  governed  a chief  elected 
by  the  people.  Over  all  the  One- 
Hundreds  ruled  one  chief  who  was 
also  elected  by  the  people. 

The  lecture  gave  a very  complete 
and  interesting  background  of  Ger- 
man and  general  European  civiliza- 
tions, touching  the  roots  of  their  pre- 
sent social  institutions  upon  which 
Dean  de  Jong  expects,  in  this  series 
of  lectures,  to  build  a portrayal  of  the 
present  German  civilization.

His  work  was  almost  phe- 
nomenal against  the  Nevada  Wolves. 

The  problem  of  working  into  the 
team  four  of  Young’s  most  brilliant 
defensive  men,  all  backs,  will  result 
in  more  shaking  up/  Captain  Thorne, 
M.  Shousen,  Merrill,  and  Baillif  could 
materially  strengthen  the  Cougar  de- 
fense were  they  in  the  line-up  at  the 
same  time.

Bunnell  was  the  only  one  who  suf- 
fered an  injury  on  the  trip.  It  is  not 
certain  yet  to  what  extent  his  injury 
will  hamper  him.  Hoover,  a half- 
back, is  improving  rapidly  and  will 
be  used  much  during  the  season. 

In  scrimmage  against  the  California 
Bears  the  Cougars  showed  a 'great 
deal  of  strength.  The  first  string  play- 
ed the  Bears  evenly,  and  made  sub- 
stantial gains.  In  forty  minutes  Cali- 
fornia’s first  team  made  three  touch- 
downs, after  the  Y coach  substituted. 

The  defeat  at  the  hand  of  the 
California  Aggies  is  attributed  to 
nothing  other  than  victory  of  a re- 
markably good  team.  The  heat  was 
greater  than  any  game  here  is  ever 
played  in;  tw<^  or  three  of  the  B.  Y. 
U.  men  being  unable  to  go  back  for 
the  second  half.

for  us  inducements  too  inviting  for 
the  powers  of  man  to  depict.  To  me 
that  is  the  most  beautiful  and  con- 
vincing reason  for  us  to  struggle  on- 
ward and  to  plant  into  our  struggles* 
a determination  to  conquer.

LIFE  THREE  MONTHS  AHEAD 
OF  LITERATURE 

“ ‘I  want  to  write;  I want  to  express 
myself.  What  ought  I to  do?”  This 
is  a question  which  is  often  asked  of 
me,  and  the  answer  I give  is:  “First 
you  must  live,”  writes  Stephen  Gra- 
ham, world  tramper  and  adventurer, 
in  the  July  College  Humor. 

“Reading  books  is  good,  but  it  is 
experience  second  hand.  Study  is 
good  but  only  a preparation  for  life. 
Two  much  study  makes  one  dull  and 
unfits  you  for  living.  Books  give  you 
facts  which  someone  else  has  chewed 
first,  and  library  air  is  twice  breathed 
air.  And  no  book  is  quite  a safe 
guide  to  life  for  the  simple  reason 
that  on  the  day  of  publication,  life  it- 
self is  always  three  months  ahead  of 
it.  Despite  the  foolish  adage  that 
there  is  nothing  new  under  the  sun 
it  is  a fact  that  each  of  us  is  born 
into  a new  world  and  is  intended  to 
have  an  absolutely  new  experience. 

“Unfortunately,  despite  the  march 
of  progress  and  the  development  of 
civilization,  this  is  a rather  sitting 
down  age.  Hips  are  getting  bigger 
Babies  are  born  with  spectacles  on 
and  at  twenty-one  you  buy  a cemetery 
lot.  There  are  not  enough  people 
going  about  prospecting,  making  re- 
search in  human  life  and  learning 
from  first  hand  experience  what  sort 
of  place  the  world  is.  Literature  is 
some  reflection  of  life,  but  I feel  pain- 
fully that  most  books  are  derivative 
frdm  other  books.  Most  books  should 
derive  from  life  itself;  they  should 
not  be  the  children  of  books. 

“The  world  is  now  full  of  categories 
such  as  collegiate,  flapper,  Babbitt 
rotary,  country  club,  small  town 
tourist,  and  stale  mottoes  like  ‘Do 
everything  once.’
